“ Outside of conservation, 
T ex as lignite coal seeem s to 


o ffe r th e

h o pe for 
balancing electricity supply 
and d e m a n d ,” 
the report 
said. 
“ Texas 
lignite coal 
production could rise to 30 
million tons per y ear by 
1980.” 
The report said there is IO 
to 20 billion tons of lignite in 
a one million-acre a rea that 
can be strip mined. It said

resources to IOO billion tons. 
“ If all electric g enerating 
plants in Texas w ere con­ 
verted to lignite fuel boilers 
these 20 million tons would 
supply all of T e x a s’ cu rren t 
electricity needs for th ree 
cen tu ries,” the repo rt said.

“ And there will be some 
people leaving,” Bullock 
said. “ Some people in that 
office are past retirement 
age and many of them have 
said they will retire if I am 
elected 
“ I plan to make a great 
many changes in the comp­ 
troller’s office-not only in 
personnel 
but 
also 
in 
policy.” 
Bullock said one of his 
main objectives was more 
m inority 
hiring 
in 
the 
comptroller’s office. 
“ It was a thorn in our side 
for the EO EC (Equal Oppor- 
t u n i t i e s 
E m p l o y m e n t 
Commission) to come down 
here and slap our hands for 
not hiring blacks, browns 
and women,” he said. “ The 
office has 1,300 employes— 
the largest 
of any

agency—and it should be a 
model for the other agencies 
to follow.”

France Cuts 
Oil Imports

France took the lead in 
fighting soaring fuel prices 
today, cutting back oil im­ 
ports in the strongest action 
so far by a Western in­ 
dustrial country to reduce 
record energy bills. 
The French move marked 
the first significant step to 
counter rocketing oil costs 
since 
President 
Ford 
launched 
a 
campaign 
to 
pressure petroleum-export­ 
ing countries 
into rolling 
back prices. 
In Washington, Ford said 
Wednesday high oil prices 
threatened the stability of 
the world’s economy and 
called for the third time in a 
week 
for 
prompt 
in­ 
ternational cooperation. 
“ The problems of inflation 
and of assuring equitable 
access 
to 
fairly 
priced 
resources, 
for 
example, 
threaten the stability of 
every economy and the 
w elfare 
of 
people 
in 
developed 
as 
well 
as 
developing 
countries,” 
he 
said. 


In 
Canberra, 
Australia, 
the Shah of Iran said today 
his country would lower oil 
prices if other countries drop 
commodity prices, but in­ 
sisted, “ Nobody can dictate 
to us; nobody can wave a 
finger at us, because we can 


wave back.” 
The shah paid tribute to 
Iran’s 
relations 
with 
the 
United 
States and 
said 
friendship with 
Am erica’s 
“ arsenal of nuclear arms” 
was “ absolutely vital.” But 
he said Ford’s comments 
were “ not at all acceptable 
to Iran.”

Westinghouses and General 
Motors and General Elec­ 
trics and all

generals they have,” the 
shah said in a speech to the 
National Press Club.

Several major U.S. banks 
made 
it 
easier 
for 
businessmen 
to 
borrow 
money today, lowering their 
interest rates slightly in a 
further easing of the tight 
monetary crunch. 
And one New York bank, 
First National City, took a 
step to help the car-buying 
public by offering 48-month 
financing on auto loans of 
$4,000 or more. 
The bank said it wanted to 
give 
customers 
“ more 
flexibility 
in 
repayment.” 
The 
bank 
said 
it 
would 


charge 11.40 percent for 48 
months as opposed to 13.38 
percent on 36 months. 
The lowering of the prime 
rate, the interest banks 
charge their best corporate 
customers for loans, was 
launched 
by 
Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Co. of New 
York, 
the 
country’s 
fifth 
largest, when it announced a 
reduction to IIG per cent 
from the record high of 12 
per cent 
Several other banks across 
the country quickly fell in 
line, and one, Western Bank 
of Commerce, Los Angeles, 
went even further, lowering 


its rate to IIG per cent. 
The prime rate normally 
has no direct or immediate 
impact on consumer loan 
interest but sets the general 
loan market tone and in the 
long run produces a rippling 
effect that influences what 
banks charge for personal 
borrowing. 
A decrease in the prime 
rate has been expected ever 
since the Federal Reserve 
Board began pouring funds 
into the banking system two 
weeks ago, driving 
down 
some short-term rates. 
Many businessmen com­ 
plained at White House sum 


mits on inflation that the 
unusually high interest rates 
were 
forcing 
severe 
production cutbacks and 
causing high unemployment 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
rates 
believed necessary to curb 
inflation. 
The Fed, which controls 
levels of bank reserves, 
tightened 
money 
supplies 
last summer as a means of 
controlling inflation. The 
tight money policy forced a 
steady increase in interest 
rates of commercial banks 
from 8:!.j per cent in mid- 
March to 12 per cent the first 
week in July.
